Rogers Says Basis Exists 
For Hijack Pact With Cuba

WASHINGTON, Dec. 5 (WPj.— 
Secretary of State William P. 
Rogers said today that the Unit- 
ed States and Cuba now have 
the “foundation of an agreement” 
on a hijacking treaty. 

Mr. Rogers and the Swiss Am- 
bassador to Havana. Silvio Mas- 
nata, met for 40 minutes at the 
State Department this morning 
before Mr. Rogers left for Brus- 
sels and the NATO ministerial 
meeting. 

air. Rogers said that he handed 
the Swiss ambassador an “Ameri- 
can droit" for a proposed agree- 
ment to take back to Havana. 

The Swiss have represented the 
United States in Cuba ever since 
the rupture of diplomatic rela- 
tions in 1961. On Nov. 25, Ambas- 
sador Masnata was given Cuba's 
proposals for an agreement, which 
he tra nsmi tted to Washington. 
The draft Mr. Rogers gave him 
was the American reply. 

“I think it very evident that 
both countries are working very 
seriously to come to an agree- 
ment on hijacking.” said Switzer- 
land's ambassador to the United 
States. Felix Schnyder, who took 
part in today's meeting. 

“I think the matter is rather 
difficult at the beginning." he 
said, "but the way that both 
governments have started this 
matter is very promising." 

•Promising Basis' 

State Department spokesman 
Charles Bray said: “We now 
have what we regard as a prom- 
ising basis for proceeding to an 
agreement which would cover

the hijacking of aircraft and 
ships," 

He said that the United States 
and Cuba were trying to reach an 
understanding on both aircraft 
and ships “where the use of force 
or extortion Is involved.” The 
U.S. view, he said, was that “hi- 
jacking by definition involved the 
use of force as a means to ex- 
tortion." 

That boats should be included 
in any hijacking agreement is 
important to Havana because far 
more Cuban boats than aircraft 
have been hijacked by Cubans 
fleeing to the United States than 
aircraft. 

To the United States the def- 
inition of hijacking as involving 
the use of force, whether it be 
boats or planes, is important. In 
the past, the United States lias 
objected to a blanket agreement 
that could cover the theft of 
small boats, or the voluntary di- 
version or aircraft not involving 
the use of force. 

“We don't want to agree to re- 
turn the guy who floats over here 
on a home-made raft,” a State 
Department official said recently. 

To the Cubans the issue is not 
so simple. “Many boats, vessels 
and aircraft have left our ter- 
ritory with persons who have 
murdered their guards in order 
to be able to escape," Havana 
radio said recently. 

"Are they not pirates? The 
United States has given love, 
money and credit to such per- 
sons . . .”

UjS. Ambassador George Bush 
offered arguments to the General 
Assembly against a draft resolu- 
tion that Is being circulated, but 
has not yet been formally pro- 
posed, by no realigned countries. 

The draft resolution would have 
the assembly can for "immediate 
and unconditional'' Israeli with- 
drawal from occupied Arab ter- 
ritories, urge ah countries to 
withhold aid that would enable 
Israel to perpetuate the occupa- 
tion, and ask the Security Coun- 
cil to take “ah appropriate mea- 
sures” to achieve evacuation. 

Air. Bosh told the assembly 
that guidelines for Middle East 
peace were established in the 
Security Council resolution of 
Nov. 22. 1367, which, while calling 
for Israeli withdrawal, also pro- 
vided for establishment of “secure 
and recognized boundaries” in the 
area. 

[China sharply criticised Soviet 
and American policies in the 
Middle East, accusing both super- 
powers of “acquiescence, support 
and abetment" of Israel.

Mr. Bush reaffirmed staunch 
US. support far the five-year-old 
landmark measure — known as Res- 
olution 242— and for reactivation 
of the fruitless mission of Am- 
bassador Gunnar V. Jarring, spe- 
cial UN Middle East peace envoy. 

“The General Assembly” he 
said, “can’t seek to redefine es- 
sentials of peace in the Middle 
East.

Pompidou to Visit 
The Soviet Union

with Soviet parry leader Leonid L ■ 
Brezhnev, it was announced to- 
night. 

French sources said the meet- 
ing was arranged at Soviet ini- 
tiative and that the European 
security conference, the confer- 
ence of mutual and balanced 
force reductions and the SALT 
talks would be the major subjects 
of discussion. 

Following Mr. Brezhnev’s visit 
to France last October. Soviet 
authorities expressed a desire for 
regular French-Soviet talks at 
the highest level regular talks 
which would, however, be in- 
formal and not encumbered by 
protocol the sources said.

Accord Signed at Brussels 

10 in NATO to Join in

BRUSSELS, Dec. 5 (WP).— De- 
fense ministers ot 10 European 
countries in NATO signed a joint 
declaration today pledging they 
will cooperate closely in procure- 
ment and development of future 
weapons for their armed forces; 

Tills formal agreement by the 
so-called Eur o grc u p faction with-. . 
in the North Atlantic Treaty 
Organization raised the possi- 
bility of Western Europe’s, be- 
coming an important new force 
in weapon manufacture, and tech- • 
nology in the coming decade. 

However, West German. Defense 
Minis ter Georg Leber, the chair- 
man of today’s meeting, and 
members of other delegations 
went out of their way to 'stress 
that the European decision is 
not intended to undercut the role 
•of the United States as "the 
decisive dement" In NATO de- 
fenses. 

At a press conference, Mr. Leber 
said the aim is to complement 
the UJS. contribution to NATO 
by making the European members 
more efficient In arming, their 
forces and better able to co- 
ordinate their defenses through 
joint use of the same weapons 
and equipment. . 

In some cases, Mr. Leber noted, 
the collaborative effort might ’ 
actually result in increased pur- 
chases of UJ3. - military equip- 
ment. He cited such areas as 
tactical missile technology, where 
tlie Europeans are likely to decide 
that the most efficient -course 
would be their joint adoption, and 
purchase of American-made sys- 
tems. 

Signing of the agreement came 
on the eve of the winter meeting 
of NATO defense and foreign 
ministers. The Euro group coun- 
tries, a semifonnal .grouping 
within the 15-member alliance, 
are Britain, West Germany, the 
Netherlands. Belgium, Denmark. 
Norway, Italy, Greece, Turkey and 
Luxembourg. 

The 10 defense ministers an- 
nounced that, the combined de- 
fense budgets .of . their countries 
wm total at least $ia billion more. 
in 1973 than this year. They also . 
made public a detailed list of tbg 
major items of .military equip- 
ment, from guns to ships, that 
they plan to put into service In 
1973.

U.S. Fertility Rate Drops Below Replacement Level for First Time 


By Jack Rosenthal Figure of 2.08 Children per Family Loieer Than That of Depression Years 


WASHINGTON, Dee, 5 (NYT). 
— Fertility in the United States 
hag dropped, lor the first time, 
below the “replacement" level 
of 2.1 children, a family that is 
necessary to achieve zero popu- 
lation growth. 

The population is still grow- 
ing. but It appears that the rate 
of growth this year will be only 
a little more than half that 
averaged during the sixties. 

According to new federal sta- 
tistics, for 19 consecutive months 
the birth rate each month has 
been lower than in the same 
month a year before. And, de- 
spite an increase in women of 
child-bearing age, so has been 
the actual number of births. 

The estimated fertility rate, 
consequently, has dropped from 
239 children a family for the 


first nine months of 1971 to 
2.03 this year. 

If it persists, this seemingly 
small difference in rate would 
mean nearly 17 minion fewer 
Americans by the year 2000 
than at the 229 rate. 

The larger significance o' the 
new rate lies in the fact that it 
means the coan&y has. for the 
first time, cracked what analysts 
called the “3d barrier." 

The 2 J -Child figure is that 
required for the population 
eventually no more than to re- 
place itself, assuming no Immi- 
gration. This is the goal of the 
national zero population growth 
movement. (The figure is 2.1 
rather than just 2 to account 
for girls who die before reach- 
ing child-bearing age.) 


Even during the Depression 
years of 2935 to 1939, previously 
tiie lowest recorded birth rate 
period, the average fertility 
figure was slightly above 2 2 
children a family. 

Were the nation to sustain a 
2 J. -child fertility rate for 70 
years, the population would stop 
growing, having reached about 
320 million. It Is now about 
209.3 million. 

The presence of a dispropor- 
tionately large cumber of young 
people in the population means 
that zero population g ro wt h 
could not be achieved in a 
short period of time. The new 
figures indicate that the popu- 
lation c2 increase by 0.7 per- 
cent this year. The average an- 
nual Increase during toe sixties 
was 1.3 percent.

At Belfast Flight 

LONDON. Dec. 5 CReutersI . — 
A British European Airways pilot 
waa put back on active duty to- 
night after being suspended for 
refusing to fly to Northern Ire- 
land.

The new prime minister said 
at a news conference that he 
hoped to visit Peking, next Oc- 
tober. or thereabouts, but expects 
diplomatic links to have been 
established well before that date. 

Later, in a private conversa- 
tion with a foreign journalist, 
Mr. Whitlam. said be expects to 
visit the United States, “perhaps 
in May." He did not elaborate.

Again Disrupted 
By Two Strikes 

ROME, Dec. 5 CAP) . — Strikes 
by airport workers and flight 
stewardesses disrupted air travel 
In Italy today as labor unrest 
continued. 

In Milan, garbage piled up on 
the streets as a strike by col- 
lectors seeking higher wages en- 
tered its fourth day. Banks were 
closed by strikes in Milan, Rome 
and other major cities. 

More than one million teachers 
and state employees announced 
new walkouts, beginning tomor- 
row and Thursday, that will shut 
schools and state offices until 
next Monday. 

The strikes at Kumicino Air- 
port outside Rome delayed almost 
ah flights and forced passengers 
to carry their luggage. Airport 
restaurants, expresso bars and 
currency exchanges were dosed. 

Adding to tin? airport crisis, 
which has disrupted air travel 
for five months, was the strike 
by 1,800 hostesses and stewards 
against the national airline, Al- 
italia. They began a 48-hour 
strike to demand a new contract 
and to protest alleged “political 
intimidation” by the airline.

Ihurus-Littrow spans at least 
one billion years, and may span 
as much as four billion years of 
the moon's history, making it 
the richest of the six. lunar sites 
visited by Apollo crews. 

“H man lived on the moan and 
were exploring the earth, Tau- 
rus-Littrow would be like land- 
ing somewhere an the Pacific 
Coast,” lunar geologist Fftrouk el- 
Baz explained. “He would have 
the old coastal mountains to ex- 
plore and the young sandy 
beaches made by the oceans." 

Capt. Ceznan and Mr. Sc hmit t 
will explore the Taurus-Lit Lruw 
valley three times, driving their 
electric lunar rover back and 
forth across the valley a record 
distance of 20.4 miles. The two 
astronauts will spend a record 
21 hours on the lunar surface, 
sampling the massifs to the south 
and north and the black char on 
the valley floor. 

The scientific experiments be- 
ing flown on Apollo-17, those 
planned for the lunar surface 
and for lunar orbit, are almost 
all new. Many of the new ones 
had been designed for the three 
later Apollo missions that were 
canceled, and are being carried 
on Apollo- 17 to wring the most 
dht of lunar science. 

Second Trip 

One of the most critical ex- 
periments is an old one, an at-; 
tempt to drill 10 feet into the 
moon to find out how much heat 
Is still leaking out of the moon's 
interior. The (hill worked on 
Apollo-15 and failed on Apollo- 
16, which is why it is going back 
to the moon on Apollo -17. 

They start their second traverse 
on Dec. 12 at 5:13 pm. It will 
take them to the base of the 
south massif, where there is a 
roeksllde three miles long that 
either came, down off the top 
of the massif like an avalanche or 
fell off In one big slab onto the' 
valley floor. They will also stop 
along the edge of a 20 5- foot -high 
scrap that was lifted out of the 
moon a little later than the mas- 
sifs and which could have served 
as the source of the volcanic ash 
in the valley.

Watergate Trial Judge Wants 
Prosecution to Broaden Scope

WASHINGTON, Dec. 5 CWP). 
— The judge who will preside at 
the trial of seven men charged 
In connection with the break-in 
and alleged bugging of Demo- 
cratic National Committee head- 
quarters said yesterday that the 
trial should cover a broader area 
than the prosecution has indi- 
cated it will cover. 

The comments by Judge John 
Sirica during a four-hour pretrial 
conference were the first indica- 
tion that the trial may explore 
whether the seven defendants 
were operating on orders from 
higher authorities when they al- 
legedly conspired to break In and 
bug the Democratic headquarters, 
in the Watergate building com- 
plex. on June 17. 

“This jury is going to want to 
know what did these men go 
into that headquarters for,” Judge 
Sirica, chief judge of the ns. 
District Court here, said. "Was 
their sole purpose political espio- 
nage? Were they paid? Was 
there financial gain? Who hired 
them? Who started this?” 

In the course of the wide-rang- 
ing conference, lawyers argued 
that: 

• Judge Sirica should exercise 
some “control” over the press In 
order to keep it from prejudicing 
the jury, William O. Bfttman, 
attorney for former White House 
aide E. Howard Hunt jr„ told 
Judge Sirica that the press “has 
had a field day writing preju- 
dicial articles. I think it should 
come to a halt and your honor 
has a right to stop it." The jurist, 
over rigf en .w objections. Indicated 
that he would deal with the 
problem of trial publicity by 
sequestering the jury. 

• The Los Angeles Times 
should be compelled, under the 
threat of cc ntempt-o f- court pro- 
ceedings. to produce tapes and 
notes of an interview with Alfred 
C. Baldwin 3d, described by the 
defense as the government's key 
witness. 

According to federal investi- 
gators, the June 17 break-in was 
one incident in a yearlong cam- 
paign. on behalf of President 
Nixon’s re-election drive, to spy 
on and disrupt Democratic presi- 
dential campaigns. In addition 
to Mr. Hunt, one other former 
White House aide, G. Gordon 
Llddy, is charged in connection 
with the alleged Watergate bug- 
ging.

Attorney Bari J. Sllbert if the

Mr. Silbert said there will be 
“some evidence" concerning these 
funds. The judge asked if Mr.

Throughout nearly six hours of 
arguments yesterday Mr. Latimer 
pictured Lt. Calley as the smpe- 
goat, noting that of 25 men 
charged in connection with the 
massacre only one — Lt. Calley— 
was convicted. 

The defense argued that Lt. 
Calley should not have been con- 
victed of any crime greater than 
manslaughter, contending that he 
acted without malice, and with- 
out malice there could be no 
murder charge. 


Sufi for My Lai Survivors 

SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 5 (.Reu- 
ters). — South Vietnamese Bud- 
dhist leaders have filed a lawsuit 
here seeking $400 million dam- 
ages from toe US. government 
and Lt. Calley for 57 survivors of 
toe My Lai massacre. 

Attorney Paul Narkin, who fil- 
ed. the damages suit, said yester- 
day that while attention had 
been focused on Lt Calley and 
the Mil in g s, the 57 surv i vors had 
gone unaided. 

Mr. Narkin said Lt. Calley 
was serving his 20-year term “in 
bis own apartment with a tele- 
phone, television and a girl 
friend who can visit him any 
time she wants.” 

Mr. Narkin alleges in his suit 
that Lt, Calleyfe current appeal 
Is a charade and that Lt. Calley 
should be extradited to Vietnam 
to stand - trial for his crimes 
against the Vietnamese people. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 5 (AP).— 
The Supreme Court ruled, 6-3, 
today that states may shut 
nightclubs or bars that feature 
bottomless dancers, sex films or 
otoer forms of “bacchanalian 
revelries.” 

The decision, In a California 
case, held that the first Amend- 
ment-guaranteeing freedom of 
speech and, by extension, expres- 
sion— is not intended to permit 
real or simulated sexual acts in 
public. But the 21st Amendment, 
while ending Prohibition, granted 
state liquor officials the broad 
authority to guard, “public health, 
welfare and morals,” said Justice 
William H. Rehnquist for the 
court. 

U.S. Court Bars 
3-Month Delay 
In Drug Trial 

NEW YORK, Dec. 5 (UPD.— 
Tlie U&. Court of Appeals yester- 
day rejected a bid by attorneys 
for Auguste Joseph Ricord to 
postpone his narco tics- conspiracy 
trial lor three months. 

The three-judge panel, citirg 
“the public interest In a speedy 
trial ol a serious charge of this 
nature” allowed the trial to pro- 
ceed as scheduled yesterday be- 
fore Judge John Canneila. 

In arguing against a delay, the 
government said its key witness. 
Cesar Blanchi, 36, of Concepcion, 
Paraguay, had been threatened 
Saturday at the Nassau County 
Jafl. 

The threat was made, the gov- 
ernment said, by Christian David, 
a 41-year-old Frenchman and 
alleged leader of one of the 
world's largest heroin-smuggling 
operations. He pleaded guilty 
Friday In federal court to a nar- 
cotics charge and was sentenced 
to 20 years in prison. 

Mr. Ricord. a 62-year-old res- 
taurant operator, was extradited 
from Paraguay Sept. 2. He has 
been held cm a charge of con- 
spiracy in the smuggling of 94 
pounds of heroin into Florida In 
October, 1970. 

Slxip Strike Ends 
On West Coast 

NEW YORK. Dec. 5 (UPD.— A 
five-week strike by 10,000 West 
Coast merchant marine deck of- 
ficers was settled yesterday. 

A spokesman for the Interna- 
tional Organization of Masters. 
Mates and Pilots said that about 
40 vessels made idle by the dis- 
pute were immediately released. 

The strike against Pacific Mar- 
itime Association, an employers’ 
organization on the West Coast, 
began Oct. 24 and severely af- 
fected commerce in Hawaii, which 
is almost totally dependent on 
surface shipping for consumer 
goods and other materials.

Since the California regulations 
upheld by the court specifically 
prohibit the display of genitalia, 
authorities in other states would 
appear to be able to ban bottom- 
less dancing. 

Justice William O. Douglas, 
Justice William J. Brennan jr„ 
and Justice Thurgood Marshall 
dissented while Chief Justice War- 
ren E. Burger and Justice Potter 
Slewart, Justice Byron R. White. 
Justice Harry A. Blackmun and 
Justice Lewis F. Powell jr. sup- 
ported Justice Rehnqulst. 

The decision reverses a three- 
judge panel In Los Angeles. 

Justice Rehnqui&t said (hat 
customers in California bars en- 
gaged in sexual arts with women 
entertainers and that prostitu- 
tion Involving some of the dancers 
flourished. Based on the evi- 
dence. he said it was not Irra- 
tional for state liquor officials to 
conclude that “the sole of liquor 
by the drink and lewd or naked 
dancing and entertainment should 
not take place simultaneously lu 
bars and cocktail lounges” 

In dissent. Justice Marshall said 
that even If there was a link be- 
tween sex-r elated entertainment 
and prostitution “it would hardly 
justify a broad-scale attack on 
first Amendment freedoms.”

“ITT has been interested only 
in tlie safety and well-being of hs 
employees in Chile and in receiv- 
ing Just comm usat Ion for those 
assets which the Chilean govern- 
ment might acquire. 

“Tiro record shows that over a 
period of years. ITT has alwajs 
respected » licet c ountr y's desire 
to nationalize an ITT property. 
This lias been true in Argentina, 
Bra cil. Mexico and Peru,” the 
spokesman continued. 

“Mutually satirfactcry negotia- 
tions and payment of just com- 
pensations have characterized all 
cuch nationallz-.itians. 

“ITT regrets that these un- 
founded allegations have again 
been aired and the corporation, 
still hopes that a mutually satis- 
factory agreement can be readi- 
ed” with Chile.

John C. Vincent, China Hand Fired by Dulles 


NEW YORK, Dec. 5 (NYT).— 
John Carter Vincent, 72, a China 
specialist and former director of 
the State Department’s Office of 
Par Eastern Affairs, died Sunday 
night in Cambridge, Mass. He had 
lived there since 1953, when he 
was summarily retired from the 
department by Secretary of State 
John Poster Dulles. 

Mr. Vincent was high chi the 
late Sen. Joseph R. McCarthy's 
list of 81 State Department offi- 
cials alleged to have Communist 
leanings. A loyalty review board 


found “reasonable doubt” about 
Mr. Vincent, a finding that Mr. 
Dulles reversed although he 
simultaneously retired him on a 
pension of $6,290 a year. 

In a diplomatic career that be- 
gan In 1925, Mr. Vincent served 
extensively in C hina , and was 
counselor of the embassy In 
Chungking from 1942 to 19*3- The 
following year he was chi ef of the 
State Department’s division of 
Chinese affairs In Washington. 
He headed the Office of Par 
Eastern Affairs In 1945.

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Mr. Vincent’s troubles with 
Sen. McCarthy and the “China 
Lobby” — an Informal but power- 
ful group of congressmen and 
citizens supporting President 
Chlang Kai-shek erf China-cen- 
tered on the Marshall mission to 
China In 1945-47. This mission, 
headed by Gen. George C. Mar- 
shall, was sent by President Harry 
Truman partly to urge Chlang to 
cooperate with Mao Tse- tang's 
Communists to establish a stable 
national government. 

A planner of the mission, Mr. 
Vincent was later accused of 
helping to draw up a directive to 
Gen. M arshall that placed Im- 
possible demands on Chlang. 

Mr. Vincent was also accused of 
counselling the 1J-5. government 
— after the Marshall mission had 
faded— to temper sharply its mili- 
tary and economic aid to China. 
His argument was that Chiang 
was bound to lose the civil war 
then raging and that financial 
support to him would be money 
ill-spent.

Primary Schools in France 
Get 1st Big Reform Since ’38

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PARIS. Dec. 5 fWP)— Tbe over- 
haul of the musty French educa- 
tion system finally . reached pri- 
mary . school teaching of the 
French language today. and more 
than just steel penpoints ami ink- 
wells ware consigned to the gar- 
bage can of history. 

in the first real primary school 
reform of French since 1938, the 
1 ^11 nation Ministry Issued instruc- 
tions designed to remedy a costly 
situation which farces two stu- 
dents out of three to repeat. a 
year’s work before reaching secon- 
dary school. 

Running throughout the reform 
was the realization that French 
children are increasingly influ- 
enced by television and less by 
reading in a country where statis- 
tically one adult out of three 
never reads a book.

While In 
Argentina, the man described as 
Bormann was- said- -to have used 
the name Eliezer Goldstein.

Statuette Found

President Nison has decided to preserve 
unchanged the imbalance in the making of 
foreign policy, at least until his prime inter- 
national objective— peace In Vietnam— is 
achieved. That is the plain import of his 
reappointment of Secretary of State Rogers, 
coupled with his announcement that Henry 
A. Kissinger will stay in the White House. 

Understandable as is the President's un- 
willingness to make any fundamental shift 
while Vietnam rem ains unsettled, the sec- 
ond-line changes he has instituted at the 
State Department can hardly be considered 
a long-range answer to the institutional 
erosion caused in that department by the 
creation of a dual State Department Inside 
the White House. 

* * * 

Though Mr. Nison appears convinced that 
competition between White House advisers 
and the established departments of gov- 
ernment enhances creativity, recent experi- 
ence demonstrates that it also provokes 
demoralization and wasteful in-fighting 
down the line. As it now stands, there Is 
precious little competition between the state 
Department and the White House National 
Security staff. Mr. Kissinger built his own ad- 
mirable institution by raiding State of some 
of its best brains; those remaining, with a 
few exceptions, seem to roll over and play 
dead before the dazzle of the extended Presi- 
dent. 

As two veterans of the foreign affairs bu- 
reaucracy, Anthony Lake and Leslie H. Gelb 
have argued recently, someone has to provide 


the policy follow-through after dramatic 
presidential Initiatives. Too often State Is in- 
adequate In this because or its pathetic ex- 
clusion from the initial policymaking 

Even more serious, the present structure 
effectively bars congressional access to the 
real foreign policymakers, who snuggle 
warmly into the shelter of executive privi- 
lege. Thus is embodiod the elite diplomatist's 
dream of conducting his affairs free from 
the bothersome scrutiny of democratic pro- 
cess. It was bad enough for President Nixon 
to face the electorate through "surrogates;” 
it is inexcusable to apply this same tactic to 
frustrate Congress in its advisory responsibil- 
ities. 

* * * 

Renewal of the Rogers-Kissinger tenure 
may be only a stopgap. It should not preclude 
a long-needed structural overhaul of the for- 
eign policymaking machine. Pending that 
needed change, the designation as key aides 
to Secretary Rogers of Kenneth Rush and 
William J. Casey will bring new strength and 
assertiveness to State. Mr. Rush arrives as 
under secretary from the equivalent No. 2 job 
in the Pentagon, where he won high marks; 
he also combined diplomatic shrewdness and 
sensitivity in handling the four-power nego- 
tiations -on Berlin. Mr. Casey, now chairman 
of the Securities and Exchange Commission, 
will Insure that State has a proper role In the 
International trade and monetary planning 
that is bound to be a major feature of the 
second Nixon administration.

Frustration in Holland 


Few developments are so frustrating for a 
democratic country as a national election 
that fails to break a serious political stale- 
mate. More than 82 percent of the voters 
went to the polls in the Netherlands last 
week, but the outcome left none of 26 com- 
peting parties strong enough to form a work- 
able government on its own or with likely 
a.'Ues. 

The center-right coalition that has govern- 
ed for 18 months emerged with a paper ma- 
jority of one in a lower house of 150, but dis- 
sension and defection in two of Its parties 
would make continuity difficult in any event. 

As the number of parties Indicates, Dutch 
political instability of recent years is the 
end result of proportional representation 
carried to absurdity. Fourteen parties held 
seats in the outgoing lower house elected 
last year. At least a dozen will be represented 
in the new chamber. This proportional repre- 
sentation system derives from commendable 


zeal to protect the rights of each minority 
In a nation of 13 million made up of minor- 
ities. But the result Is a fractionalized society 
with weak governments based on shifting 
coalitions. 

Former Premier Bar end Blesheuvel predicts 
that the assembling of a new government to 
replace his coalition may take as long as 
three months. His government will remain 
In office meanwhile as a caretaker regime 
with no real authority to tackle pressing 
problems including an 8 percent inflation 
rate. Like Belgium, its Benelux neighbor, Hol- 
land has contributed much to the building 
of new postwar Institutions in Europe for 
economic cooperation and mutual defense. 
But like Belgium, now also mired in political 
deadlock, the Dutch have yet to fashion, 
political institutions that can cope with baf- 
fling change and maintain stability at home.

Talking in Korea 


The slow pace of negotiations between the 
regimes of North and South Korea need 
provoke neither surprise nor dismay. It is 
still little short of stunning that these long- 
implacable rivals are in fact talking to each 
other at all. 

In the seven months since talks began, the 
two sides have agreed to end their decades 
of bitterly hostile propaganda. Through Red 
Cross auspices, arrangements are underway 
to reunite families torn apart by the division 
of their country in 1945. A North-South co- 
ordinating committee has been organized, 
with significantly high representation on 
both sides, to pursue the political dialogue 
aimed at eventual reunification. 

Attitudes of the two regimes differ on how 
the dialogue should proceed: the Communist 
regime of Pyongyang wants to plunge right 
lnt-o discussion of the political future, while 
the South Koeeans favor more gradual, step- 
by-step progress on nonpolitical and humani- 
tarian issues to build confidence before the 
political issues at the core are raised. But 
the mere fact of talks in process acts as a 
damper on the mutual belligerence to which 
a generation of Koreans has grown ac- 
customed. 

The United States, in common with other 


powers, has wisely managed to keep hands 
off this Internal dialogue so far, but it may 
not be able to stay aloof much longer. A 
critical element in the Korean confrontation 
has been the anachronistic presence of a 
UN command, remnant of the era when the 
Koreas were shooting instead of talking. 

President Chung Hee Park used his ex- 
peditionary force of 40,000 South Korean 
soldiers In Vietnam as leverage to insure that 
the United States would resist pressure 
mounting at the UN to wind down this sym- 
bolic presence. That leverage is now itself 
winding down. I 

There is nothing sacrosanct about preserv- 
ing the UN flag in Korea, particularly if It 
stands as a reminder of hostilities between 
two regimes which are moving toward recon- 
ciliation. By now, its removal would be more 
cosmetic than substantial; American military 
aid to South Korea could still be maintained 
under bilateral arrangements even after the 
UN cover were withdrawn. 

If the United States does not take an ini- 
tiative to reconsider the UN role in Korea, 
It might find itself on the defensive and 
outvoted on the issue at next year’s General 
Assembly.

Youtli Power: Making a Difference

T>OSTON.— At a panel discus- 
sion on the impact of the 
youth vote in the 1972 election 
here the cither day, a young 
woman in the audience asked 
Caryl Rivers Lupo. the Boston 
commentator, "Whatever made 
people think four years ago that 
young people would Change the 
world?" 

Mrs. Lupo, who looks just 
barely past the terrible over -30 
divide herself, replied that a 
great many youth movement- 
leaden harf made that claim 
themselves in the 1960s, and that 
same of us In the press had done 
them the courtesy of taking them 
seriously. 

It was as good an answer as 
any of us on tbe panel could 
have made. But the significance 
of the exchange was in the ques- 
tion, not the answer. 

Skepticism 

Several hundred students from 
some 45 New i^ngia-nrf colleges 
turned out for the seminar on 
American political trends co- 
sponsored by the John F. Ken- 
nedy Library and Boston Uni- 
versity. So far as one could dis- 
cern from their comments and 
questions, their baric attitude is 
one of great skepticism about 
their generation's capacity to 
“change things." Their de- 
scription of their peers' mood 
added up to the question: “What's 
the use?" 

As it happened, there was living 
proof before their eyes of tbe 
political potency of young peo- 
ple. Joseph L.' Biden jr„ tbe 
Democratic senator-elect from 
Delaware, who won his seat last 
month before he reached the 
constitutional minimum age of 
30 for serving in the Senate, was 
there to show them bow in- 
significant the age barrier to 
high office really is. 

Biden's message was that tbe 
most powerful weapon in his suc- 
cessful campaign against Sen. J. 
Caleb Boggs flEL, DeL) was a host 
of high school students. Not only 
did these 13-to-17-year-olds hand- 
deliver three statewide mahouts 
for him (thus saving the cam- 
paign $200,0001. they carried word 
home personally to their parents 
that they had found a politician 
who was “different from the rest,” 
honest, open and willing to listen. 
“We won the election in the high 
schools.” Biden said, “even though 
90 percent of them couldn't vote.” 

The listening college students' 
skepticism about “youth power” 
is understandable as a reaction 
to their older brothers’ and sisters' 
exaggerated hopes about bow 
they were going to c han ge the 
system. 

Big Difference 

Young people have made an 
enormous difference in -America 
in the past decade. Two move- 
ments likely to be remembered 
in the history books— the civil 
rights movement and the peace 
movement — drew their Impetus 
and much of their leadership 
from the young. 

As those movements suggest. 


young people have shown re- 
markable talent for bringing Is- 
sues the national political 

arena. Their frustration stems 
from tbe fact that they have 
had considerably less success in 
securing the results they sought 
once their causes were made tbe 
matter of national political bar- 
gaining. 

The reason, it seems to me. Is 
that the members of the under - 
30 generation have not mastered 
the art of national coalition- 
building. Whether it was civil 
rights, a Vietnam settlement, 
Eugene McCarthy or George Mc- 
Govern they were promoting, they 
have ultimately failed to find the 
allies they needed to build na- 
tional majority support far their 
positions. 

This is not said in criticism. 
Most politicians of mature years 
fail the demanding tests of na- 
tional politics. As Sam Brown, 
one of the brightest of the under- 
30 generation, pointed out, there 
are inherent limitations on any 
effort to anchor a national coali- 
tion on the college campuses. 


The "failure” of the youth 
movement is a failure only if 
the young people tafcp it os such. 
What several of the panelists— 
including Biden and Mrs. Lupo — 
tried to say was that there need 
be no such despair. 

When young people have sought 
a more attainable goal— a local 
majority coalition behind some 
cause or candidate— they have, 
more often than not, been suc- 
cessful. By reducing the scale 
of their ambitions, they have 
brought their objective within 
reach. 

Biden's own campaign In Dela- 
ware shows the potential payoff 
in choosing a small arena. So 
does an anti-freeway coalition in 
Boston of which Mrs. Lupo spoke. 
Brown and bis colleague from 
the McCarthy campaign and the 
Vietnam Moratorium movement, 
David Mixner, this year reduced 
their scale of operations from the 
international and national scene 
to Denver and helped score signal 
victories in an environmentalist 
fight against the Winter Olympics 
and in a House and Senate cam- 


paign, Other veterans of past 
national efforts turned up in 
dozens of local campaigns this 
fall. 

It is quite true that we have 
not had the "greening of Amer- 
ica." But we are witnessing a 
more complex political process in 
which young people recruited and 
trained in national movements 
return to their local precincts 
and achieve significant political 
change. 

In the long run, the results 
of this "bottom-up" strategy are 
likely to be more important and 
enduring, than the “quick-fix” or 
“top-down" youth revolution that 
seemed fashionably, imminent in 
the 1960s. 

That may not resolve the doubts 
Mrs. Lupo 'a questioner— and so 
many other young people— seem 
to express. But It Is the best 
answer a member -of the older 
generation, unaccustomed to be- 
ing an optimist, can offer. One 
hopes the usder-30 generation, 
with all its promise, will discover 
its own, better reasons not to 
drop out . 


Where Is the Ice Drifting? 


TIARIS.— The world has sow 
A spun into a curiously Intri- 
cate era of multipolarity. Some 
Western, alliances an. being 
buried, just as the Sino-Soviet 
pact was long ago interred, and 
others face alteration. Various 
power coalitions suddenly find 
themselves pitted againri each 
other in differing patterns on 
differing issues and on differing 
occasions. 

One alliance which seems dead 
even If not yet officially em- 
balmed is SEATO. Neve*- a valid 
organization, it was originally 
devised by Secretary of State 
Dulles to give him authority 
through special treaty protocols 
to get tbe United States mixed 
up in the Tndochina war. 

France hasn't participated in 
"EATO for years. Pakistan had 
became a nonparticipant and this 
year formally opted out. Now the 
new Labor governments of Aus- 
tralia and- New Zealand intend 
to quit the pact. This leaves only 
the United States, Britain, Thai- 
land and the Philippines as 
theoretically active members. 

Paring Forces 

Australia, withdrawing com- 
mitments abroad and paring its 
armed for ces, is likewise getting 
out of ANZUS, a little known, 
pact with New Zealand and the 
United States, and ANZAM, a 
still less fa m iliar arrangement 
with Britain, Singapore and Ma- 
laysia. 

Both Australia and JTew . Zea- 
land are ending even vestigial 
conscription. The same trend is 
fax more important in the num- 
ber one Western alliance, NATO.

The United States terminates the 
draft and switches to volunteer 
forces by July 1. 

This cannot help but be re- 
flected in tbe extent and size of 
America's European garrison. 
West Germany seems headed in 
the same direction. The end re- 
sult win necessitate revision of 
NATO defense plans and prob- 
able heavier reliance on tactical 
nuclear weapons.

Today one sees a new tendency 
of world power groupings to play 
a continually game of 

musical chairs. One has but to 
examine; tbe list of trouble spots 
to see how jmposrible it is to ca- 
talogue diplomatic positions as 
was done in simplified cold war 
days. 

The question of a united Ger- 
many used, to be the first pre- 
occupation of both Europe and 
America. But .now, although no 
European capital officially ad-: 
mits it, almost all of them, re- 
gardless of ideology, are content 
with the prospect that two sepa- 
rate Germanya will exist for an 
Indeterminate future. On this is- 


sue Moscow blatantly opposes 
German nnifinafinn but; Wash- 
ington and Peking favor it. 

The United States and China 
both support Pakistan in its ar- 
guments with India although tbe 
degree of American backing has 
lessened since the creation of 
Bangladesh and Pakistani with- 
drawal from SEATO. Moscow 
remains solidly behind India on 
Just about every issue. 

Although neither talks about 
it in public, it is dear the 
Americans and Russians secretly 
support the Khamba guerrillas 
fighting against the Chinese ad- 
ministration in Tibet. Likewise, 
Washington and Moscow are 
more symapthetic to Taiwan than 
Peking likes. . 

In Vietnam, both Moscow and 
Peking back Hanoi in its efforts 
to gain Indochinese ascendancy 
and both have sent massive aid.

Japanese financial circles are 
expecting a seasonal fund short- 
age totaling more than 2.000 
billion yen in December, a nor- 
mal circumstance resulting from 
a large demand for funds to pay 
bonuses, taxes and other year- 
end expenses.

The central bank has ruled out 
for the time being an increase 
in its official discount rate, cur- 
rently at 425 percent, despite a 
pronounced uptrend in European 
discount rates. But some other 
Japanese interest rates are be- 
ginning to creep up in anticipa- 
tion of the December fund Short- 
age. a move the central bank 
has welcomed for psychological 
reasons. 

Call rates, which were increas- 
ed 0.125 percent on Nov. 29, went 
up another 025 percent Satur- 
day to 4275 percent for overnight 
loans and 4.635 percent for un- 
conditional advances. The com- 
mercial bill discount rate has also 
risen twice in recent weeks to 
5.875 percent. 

The Bank of Japan will relieve 
the December fund shortage par- 
tially through large-scale pur- 
chases of commercial bins, and 
the higher discount rate is ex- 
pected to have a psychological 
effect on the market, bankers 
said.

Harder Times for Rothschilds

PARIS, Dec. 5 CNYT).— It's 
as disconcerting as 
that gold ingot or watching 
greenbacks fluttering in the 
wind. The French branch of 
the Bouse of Rothschild, a fam- 
ily that has bankrolled govern- 
ments, companies and even 
New York subways, is in unac- 
customed difficulties. 

Not that anyone expects the 
Rothschilds to go broke. *T 
should have what they've got 
left.” said a young and very 
rich investment banker In Paris 
the other day. 

The talk of the Paris financial 
establishment is of the batter- 
ing that the dynasty has been 
taking on some of its major 
holdings on the B o u rse, 

There has been a 50 percent 
slice in the value of the key 
holding company of the French 
Rothschilds, La Cie. du Nord, 
and even more drastic cuts in 
the value of other assets. 


Not all is bad news, however. 
Ho t el and restaurant interests 
are doing well. So Is a new 
association with the British 
financier Jimmy Goldsmith, who 
oas Just put together one of 
the biggest food conglomerates 
In Europe — Generate Alimenta- 
tion. 

Cie. du Nord's dive on the 
Paris Stock Exchange — from the 
equivalent of $15.40 to about 
57410 — reflects, among other 
things, hard times for nickel. 

The Rothschilds and associates 
own about half the shares of 
Le Nord, as the holding com- 
pany Is. known. The rest is 
held by the general public. Le 
Nord was formed In 1967 to 
stand guard over much of the 
family's Investment portfolio as 
well as over shares of Banque 
Rothschild, the family bank. 

Le Nord then moved with a 
good deal of fanfare into an 
enterprise named Le Nickel, 
which mines nickel on the Paci- 
fic island territory of New Cale- 


donia. a vestige of empire that 
is still a part of France. 

Profits Hit 

Strikes and a surcharge levied 
on nickel exports cut deeply 
into Le Nickel's profits and the 
share price tumbled even more 
swiftly than the stock of Cie. 
du Nord— from the equivalent 
of $60 in 1970 to $30 today. 

Le Nord owns about one-fifth 
of the shares of Le Nickel. 
Coder complex provisions of 
French company law, Le Nickel's 
slump would mean that as much 
as $5 million might have to be 
set against profits of Le Nord. 
The end result could be. Insiders 
say, a loss for the bolding com- 
pany, driving the share prices 
down still further. 

With characteristic panache, 
however, the Rothschilds have 
scheduled what is likely to be 
the biggest ball of the social 
season here this winter at their 
100-year-old chateau at Fer- 
riires.

FTC to Negotiate With Pepsico 

The Federal Trade Commission has agreed to 
try to negotiate a consent agreement to settle its 
complaint challenging PepsiCo's takeover of 
Rheingold. The FTC's decision was made at the 
request of Pepsico. which in a letter to the FTC 
also proposed to divest itself of Rhetogold’s 
Flavette Corp. subsidiary, a producer of soft-drink 
flavoring extracts. Pepsico recently made a 
tender offer to acquire Rheingold shares at $22 
a share and last week announced that It had 
received 2.6 million Rheingold shares, or more 
than 82 percent of the outstanding common. 
The PTC Issued its complaint Nov. 18, charging 
that Fepslco's acquisition of a controlling interest- 
in Rheingold would violate the Clayton anta-brust 
act by eliminating actual or potential competition 
between Pepsico and Rheingold’s Flavette subsid- 
iary in the soft-drink concentrate industry. 

Court Clears Commonwealth PUm 

Commonwealth United Corp. says a U.S. court 
has approved settlement of certain suits involv- 
ing the company's plan to sell its major subsid- 
iary. Seeburg Corp. The decision clears the way 
for consummation of the plan by year's end. Under 
the proposals approved by the court, plaintiffs 
in the Commonwealth litigations wifi receive 
cash and new Commonwealth shares equal to 
the number of shares that will be outstanding 
after the company's plan goes into effect. 
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Firm to Boost 
Concorde Sales 

PARIS, Dec. 5 (Reuters).— Four 
French banks have formed an 
international leasing company to 
promote sales of the Anglo-French 
Concorde supersonic airliner and 
the short-haul European Airbus.

The 23-nation meeting, the 
result of last summer's special 
report on trade and related 
problems, left the tricky questions 
of whether and how negotiations 
to reform the way the capitalist 
world does business should and 
could be linked. 

However, the Americans, who 
have pushed for such a link, re- 
ported satisfaction that their 
proposals for the committee's 
agenda had been accepted. This 
calls for the OECD secretariat 
and some specialized inter-guv- 
emmental committees to prepare 
studies on aspects of adjusting 
balance-of-payments surpluses and 
deficits, international investment 
with emphasis on restrictive prac- 
tices, non-tariff barriers and the 
needs of the developing countries. 

Conspicuously absent was any 
study on the explosive question 
of agriculture. William D. Eberle, 
the chief TJ-S. trade negotiator, 
commenting that “we accom- 
plished our main purposes.” said 
he expected agriculture to be 
discussed at the committee’s next 
meeting in February. 

The U-6. call for a study on 
the impact that freer agricultural 
trade would have on employment, 
prices, incomes and production 
were reportedly rejected by offi- 
cials of the EEC. 

The French, who have opposed 
using the OECD as a bridge link- 
ing negotiations on trade reforms 
under the auspices of the Gen- 
eral Agreement on Tariffs and 
Trade with monetary talks al- 
ready underway at the Interna- 
tional Monetary Fund's Commit- 
tee of 20. made no objection to 
the new studies. 

They are reported to feel that 
the studies establish the fact that 
the OECD will itself remain out- 
side the GATT and IMF negotia- 
tions. 

OECD Secretary General Emile 
van Lennep said at the end of 
the meeting that he is “extremely 
satisfied.” The object; he said, 
was not to undertake substantive 
discussion, “but to organize the 
agenda on what the committee 
should and could do.” 

He said be is “satisfied that 
there is a clear consensus on the 
contribution the OECD can 
make” but added that the exact 
role the organization will play 
is one question that remains 
to be resolved.

El Paso Studies 
Trans-Alaskan 
Natural Gas Line 

ANCHORAGE, Alaska, Der. 5 
(Reuters).— El Paso Natural Gas 
Co. said today It is carrvins out 
feasibility studies on a $2-blllien 
scheme to pipe natural gas from 
Alaska's oil-rich North Slope. 

El Paso's chairman. H- --•.rd 
Boyd, said the plan Included 
building a 790-milc pipeline from 
Prudhoe Bay on the Arctic coast 
to a terminal in southern Alaska, 

The pipeline, running parallel 
with the proposed trans-Alaskan 
crude oil pipeline, would carry up 
to 1.6 billion cubic feet of natural 
gas a day. 

Mr. Boyd said the project in- 
cluded plans for a liquefaction 
plant at a sea terminal where a 
fleet of tankers could be ac- 
commodated. 

. The company has already or- 
dered three liquefied natural gas 
tankers at $106 million each to 
ferry the gas to the UB. Pacific 
coast, he added. 

Mr. Boyd said the line would 
not be built until the trans-Alas- 
kan oil pipeline had been in 
production for two or three years. 

UB. conservation groups have 
so far kept the oil pipeline pro- 
posals tied up in Washington 
courts. 


XJ.S. Spending 
On Plant Up 
.6% in Quarter 

Increase of 9 % Seen 

For Whole of Year 

■WASHINGTON. Dec. 5 (Reu- 
ters).— Business plant and equip- 
ment spending was at an annual 
rate of $37.67 billion in the third 
quarter ol this year. 0.6 percent 
higher than in llic second quarter 
but about 3 percent less than 
projected in a survey released 
last September, the Commerce 
Department reported today. 

According to a survey taken in 
late October and November by 
the department, businessmen es- 
timate a $4.7-bilUon increase in 
equipment spending in the fourth 
quarter, bringing capital outlays 
for the full year to S85.5 billion, 
9 percent lilgber than the actual 
spending for 1971. 

The survey also predicted that 
plant and equipment spending for 
the first hall of 1973 would be 
at an annual rate of S97.3 billion. 
12 percent higher than in the first 
half of 1972 and 8 percent more 
than the second half of 1972. 

The department said that the 
smallcr-than-expected increase in 
the third quarter nf 1972 was 
probably raided by some spend- 
ing being delayed until the fourth 
quarter of this year or early In 
1973. 

Senafe Panel Sets 
Probe on Impact 
Of Multinationals 

WASHINGTON. Dec. 5 < Reu- 
ters i. — Sen. Frank Church. D„ 
Idaho, today promised a sweeping 
probe Into multinational corpora- 
tions next year. 

The clmimian of the Senate 
Foreign Relations subcommittee 
on multinational corporations said 
the inquiry “would be dispassion- 
ate and objective, 1 ' and would 
probably take three years. 

In a speech released here for 
Che business financing conference 
In New York. Sen. Church said 
U.S. businessmen viewed the 
forthcoming study with “both 
suspicion and hostility." 

The study. Sen. Church said, 
was prompted in Part by the 
“explosive growth'’ of U.S. Invests 
meats abroad and the increase in 
overseas employment compared to 
the slower growth of UB. Jobs.

17 Touchdowns 

Rodgers's career at Nebraska 
has been one of the most illus- 
trious in college football history, 
and. he was particularly out- 
standing this season. Used as a 
runner, pass catcher and return 
specialist by coach Bob Devaney, 
Rodgers averaged 182.8 yards a 
game total yardage and scored 
17 touchdowns this season. 

As a rusher, he gained 627 
yards and scored seven touch- 
downs, as a pass receiver he 
caught 55 passes and scored eight 
touchdowns, as a punt returner 
he averaged 15.8 yards a return 
and scored two touchdowns and 
on kickoffs he averaged 16.7 
yards a runback. 

His three-year overall offen- 
sive totals are the best in history 

for a major-college player. Rod- 
gers gained 5,586 total yards over 
three years, an average of 164.3 
a game, and he scored 45 touch- 
downs. He averaged a touch- 
down every nine times he han- 
dled the ball. 

Outside Events 

Despite Rodgers's outstanding 
play on the Held, he had Beveral 
detractors among sportswrlters 
because of his brushes with the 
law. 

In 1970, at the dose of his 
freshman year, he and several 
friends were charged in a service 
station hold-up that netted $90. 
Rodgers described the incident 
as a “prank," and he got off with 
probation and had his driver's 
license suspended.

No Superstar in Sight 

Skiing Prospects Seem 
Colorless This Season 

By Bernard Kitsch 

VAL D’ISERE, France, Dec. 5 rfHT) — Sfci sweat era have more 
stripes this year and snow shoes are two-toned. The French Alps 
ere green and white and starting tonight, red and white Martini 
vermouth will be available for free in what may be the beg inn i n g 
Of a blnck-nnd-white anti-dim actic season Of Elding. 

Austria's Karl Schranz is gone and France's Jean-Claude Killy 
will be around as spectator and spectacle. In line to replace 
them are Gustavo Thoenl and Bernhard RussJ of ■ Switzerland, hue 
neither is as handsome as Killy nor as controversial as Schranz. 
nor as good on skis. Besides, it is the season after the Olympics 
and what can top a gold medal? 

The search for someone with charisma and a technicolor per- 
sonality— alas. it must be a male — debuts Friday with a men's giant 
slalom and ends Sunday with a men's downhill as the World Cup 
ski season begins for the serenth year. On Thursday, ihere wifi 
be a World Cup downhill for women and on Saturday a women's 
slalom. But male chauvinism— still going strong in the mountains 
—would never permit a female to rule the ski world. Also, most 
ski journalists arc mole, which means a woman can only become 
the darling of tbe slopes. And besides, everyone knows that Anne- 
Marie Procll will dominate again and she is too quiet and power- 
fully built to be a darling. 

Expansion and Neto Scoring 

Possibly adding to the quiet in 1972-73 will be the expansion 
of the season and a new scoring system which, one coach said, 
was devised because of the lack of an overpowering aihlete. It 
will be the third scoring change in four years. 

When the World Cup format was initiated In 1966. a skier 
could count in his point total his best tliree finishes in each of 
the three disciplines— downhill, slalom and giant slalom— and there 
were only a total of about 15 races. It meant that a skier had 
to win some races to win the World Cup, and Killy did just that 
far two seasons, besides winning three gold medals in the 1968 
Olympics. Schranz also was a consistent winner. 

For the past two seasons, during the quiet reign of Thoeni, 
each racer's best five results were counted, and the number of 
events also was increased. It became a matter of perseverance— 
you didn't have to be a superstar to win the World Cup. or placet 
high. Thoeni. a mild-mannered Italian but no superstar, won one 
World Cup race last year while winning the cup. He also took 
the Olympic giant slalom. 

24rRace Season 

There will be 34 races this season, and the ski circuit will end 
March 34, alter having traveled from Alyeskn, Alaska, to Naeba. 
Japan, and Heavenly Valley. Calif. The World Cup scoring this 
year has been divided into three periods: December, then January, 
and then February and March combined. 

In period one, there will be five races and the best three results 
will count for each skier. In period two. the ben five results of 
nine races will be added up. and in No. 3. the best six of 10 count. 
Thus. 14 races can go toward the final count. Since 25 points go 
to a race victor, there can be a maximum score of 350 points, and 
the way the races are divided into periods, a downhill specialist 
can score points in all eight downhills, ns can giant slalom and 
slalom skiers in their specialties. What the new system does is 
race the realisation that no longer is there on the scene a racer 
who can compete competitively in all three events — like a Killy. 
Tbe new system breeds specialization. 

The new system also favors downhill ers. because it is easier to 
finish a downhill than a slalom, and a good downhiller has a better 
chance to score points. 

Contrast and Compare 

Hank Tauber, the assistant program director for the UB. Alpine 
skf fgflvn , compared this season to the expansion an ail sports fronts. 
“Look at hockey." he said, “it used to be a six-team league tthe 
National Hockey League.] “Look at it now." There are 28 teams 
in two major U.8. hockey leagues. 

But before going to the cold slopes, which snow has not yet 
completely covered, the cardinal ski activity gets under way this 
evening and won't end until Friday, when the fourth straight cocktail 
party will have taken its toll. Filling various hotel lobbies will 
be ski officials and ski coaches, who will be asked to bring along 
token representations of their teams. There also will be Killy, 
ski worshippers and journalists, and by the time Friday or Sunday 
rolls around, there Is a good chance that everybody in Val dlaftro 
will be loaded— with color and charisma.

Prehistoric Ribs

\ Santa Striking Back

W ASHINGTON^.* 135,000- 
y ear-old os bone with human 
Writing on it baa been found in 
France. Hie writing, according to 
the Associated Press, is a group- 
ing of symjbolic arcs, branches, 
angles and parallel lines, which 
proves, among other things, that 
even 135,000 years ago people 
had trouble with Frencli. 

Alexander Marshack. the archae- 
ologist reporting the find, de- 
scribes it as 
“prewrltmg.** He 
Is Impressed by 
its age because 
hitherto nobody 
had thought the 
French of that 
period— 50.000 to 
75,000 years be- 
fore Neanderthal 
man— were smart 
enough to write Baker 

their names, 
much less symbolic arcs and . 
branches, on an ox rib. 

Archaeologists are a cautious 

bunch. Devotion to the scientific 
principle hobbles their poetic ■ 
Imagination. Thus they are reluc- 
tant to speculate on what this 
message from the dim past says, 
or how it came to be written, 
although they believe it to be the 
work of Acheulian hunters. 

Most of us would not know an 
Acheulian hunter from a Chicago 
Bear, but we would have very 
little difficulty putting this ox rib 
In perspective. It was almost 
certainly the work of a man 
named Pierre, or its pre-Nean- 
tierfchal equivalent 
* * * 

Pierre must have been a sort 
bf early press secretary for a 
famous Acheulian hunter named 
Francois, and the ox rib is a press 
release. It seems likely that all 
press releases in those days were 
written on ox ribs, since oxen 
were very plentiful then and ribs 
of tlw comparatively rare masto- 
don would have been saved for 
writing tlie news on. 

We may assume that Francois 
was running for high office 
among the Acheulian hunters and 
that Pierre had composed the 
press release to accuse Francois's 
rival. Henri, of being soft on 
prehistoric horses. 

The day before, one of the 
workers on Henri's campaign staff 
would liave quit in a buff because 
his advice was being ignored and 
would have revealed to the 


mastodon rib that Henri, once 
while leading a great hunt in 
Bordeaux had stopped his 
hunters from killing a herd of pre- 
historic horses at Chateau Haut 
Brian. 

“I predict — and you can write It 
on wolf ribs," Henri had said, 
“that these beasts. If allowed to 
survive and became posthistoric 
horses, will someday return as 
much as $35 on a S2 investment.*' 

When this story hit the caves in 
the morning mastodon ribs, there 
was a tense strategy session at 
Francois's tibquarters- "This 
Henri is a dangerous radical who. 
if not rejected by the people, will 
turn the Acheulian hunters into 
a tribe of idle longshot bettors 
expecting a handout from the 
posthistoric horses." someone 
would have said, politicians being 
the same all through, and before, 
history. 

* * * 

It is easy to hear Francois's 
voice speaking over the great 
chasm of time. “I dtdnt know we 
had prehistoric horses right now." 
Francois said. ‘T was under the 
Impression that they would come 
later. In the Paleolithic era." 

“Haven’t we already had the 
Paleolithic era. Chief?" Pierre 
asked. 

“How do I know?" Francois 
asked. "When you live In these 
remote periods, you’ve got to be 
a spelling genius to know what 
era your fossils belong to” 

The upshot of tins would have 
been a decision to Issue an ox rib 
denouncing Henri for being a 
dupe of prehistoric horse-ism. 

Pierre had Just finished cutting 
the symbolic arcs, branches, 
angles and parallel lines in the 
rib when a woman ran screaming 
into the cave. “A giant man-eat- 
ing pterodactyl Is about to attack 
us.” she cried. 

Handing the ox rib to Francois 
for an okay. Pierre said, "Just 
another hysterical woman. Ignore 
her. Pterodactyls either aren't due 
on earth for another 25.000 years 
or all vanished 150.000 years ago. 
Having a typical college educa- 
tion. I can't remember which." 

They were still standing there 
when the giant man-eating 
pterodactyl flew in and ate them, 
and four of Francois's advance- 
men. in two gulps. This Is why It 
Is possible today to earn £35 on a 
mere S2 investment, or go bank- 
rupt trying.

In the Name of Scientific Research...

rTXJRONTO CNYTt . — "Enough indignities hare been suffered 

by our ancestors in the name of research." Harvey Me Cue. 
an OJibwa Indian, told a meeting of anthropologists here the 
other day. "Anthropology as a discipline can assist in sending 
those aspects of contemporary society that discriminate against 
native people, but I think it’s time for a moratorium on 
further digging.” 

The young Indian was e x press i ng a growing resentment 
among Indians. Eskimos, Aborigines and other "native" peoples 
toward the scientists who study their behavior and customs. And 
it is stirring much unease and soul-searching within the pro- 
fession over the anthropologist's relationship and responsibility 
to the people he studies. 

This was one of the main concerns on the minds of 3-500 
anthropologists from all over the world who gathered here last 
week for that primitive annual ritual known as the meeting 
of the American Anthropological Association. 

Concern over the impact of their work on their subjects has 
long troubled thoughtful scholars. But the matter has been 
given renewed urgency both by the new ethnic militancy and 
by the emergence of a corps of politically radical young anthro- 
pologists who are challenging same of the most basic precepts 
of the profession. 

And what made the matter more immediate here was the 
presence of large numbers of Canadian and American Indians 
who mingled with the anthropologists in the halls or the 
Royal York Hotel and somet im es denounced them bitterly in 
the sessions. 

Concession 

As one Indian leader put it: “I am sickened and angered 
every time I hear of a new discovery of Indian graves and 
bones and the anthropologists rush in like vultures to pick and 
measure.” 

Although most anthropologists would undoubtedly protest such 
a description of their endeavors, many concede there is at least 
a grain of truth in it. Noting that historically anthropologists 
were used by the 19th-century colonial powers to gather informa- 
tion to help manage and exploit Indigenous peoples, Prof. Joseph 
B. Casagrande of the University of Illinois, who is prerdent 
of the association, said it was not surprising that anthropologists 
were sometimes resented, 

"You must treat people as fellow h uman beings — as though 


you were doing research in a town next door In the United 
States.” he said. 

Prof. Word Goodenough of the university of Pennsylvania 
candidly concedes that he hod been careless in the past by not 
consulting with local people before dolog research In Mlcrone- 
ria. “Now I carefully ask permission of all kinds of people but 
it never occurred to me before to ask.” he said. 

Many anthropologists believe that whQe they are basically 
objective scientists, their published work has helped combat 
misconceptions -nid half-truths about alien cultures and has 
helped bring educational and medical Improvements to do 
p rived peoples. 

But the extent to which the researcher should be an 
activist on behalf of his subjects Is a matter of considerable 
debate. Radical anthropologists, who have organized into a 
group caned Anthropologists for Radical Political Action, seek 
to use their profession as a tool of revolutionary social change. 
They argue that anthropologists, in working for established 
governments, have sometimes added to what they see as the 
oppression of native minorities throughout the world. 

Unhappiness 

The social view has provoked much unhappiness within the 
association. “You do what good you can for the people you arc 
associated with, but you don’t go in an a missionary basis under 
the guise of anthropology” said Prof. Robert W. Eh rich of 
Brooklyn College, who added: 

"You also have a responsibility to the people who let you 
into the country. You have to protect your informants but that 
does not mean you take advantage of the courtesy extended to 
you by encouraging revolution." 

One of the most worrisome questions confronting the schol- 
ars was the possibility that their work, however well-meaning, 
could be used against the peoples whose behavior customs 
they had studied. 

Much comment was stirred by an impassioned speech on 
this by Georges W. Condcminas, an ethnographer at the E c ol c 
Pratique des Sautes Etudes In Paris. He told how a book he 
had written some years ago about the Mon ta guard people of 
Vietnam had been translated and reprinted, apparently in viola- 
tion of copyright, by the US. government, for distribution to 
the Special Forces in Vietnam. 

“How can one accept, without trembling with rage,” he 
"that this work, in which Z wanted to describe tax their human 
plenitude these men who have so much to teach us about life, 
should be offered to the technicians of death— of their death!"
